The 
world  needs  you  and  is  waiting  with  open  arms  to  receive  you,  but  will  first  try 
you  out,  and  then  to  permit  you  to  serve. 

The  constitution  of  the  Alumni  Association 
The  Association  states:     "The   object   of  this  Association   is   to 

promote  the  best  interests  of  Alma  Mater  and 
the  professional  welfare  of  its  members  and  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  friend- 
ship and  social  fellowship  among  the  alumni  of  the  University." 

Every  college  or  university  worthy  of  the  name  has  a  body  of  alumni,  who, 
individually  or  collectively,  have  for  their  purpose  the  object  set  forth  above. 
It  is  their  duty  and  privilege  as  alumni,  the  children  of  the  institution,  to  be 
interested  in  their  Alma  Mater.  They  would  not  be  true  to  themselves,  nor  the 
friends  of  education,  nor  the  institution  that  gave  them  their  training,  their 
intellectual  birth,  their  vision  of  the  future,  their  equipment  for  life's  service  if 
they  were  not.  And,  it  is  befitting,  for  they  are  the  only  permanent  body  of  the 
institution,  the  professors,  the  officers  and  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  are 
merely  transitory.  It  is  very  natural  that  they  watch  and  guard  with  jealous 
interest  the  welfare  of  their  Alma  Mater. 

If  the  alumni  have  not  that  interest,  love  and  devotion  for  the  institution 
that  has  given  them  their  training,  they  have  failed  to  get  something  from  the 
institution  which  is  justly  theirs  and  a  very  important  factor  too  in  their 
make-up.  If  the  institution  cannot  give  the  boys  and  girls — the  alumni,  its 
finished  product,  that  something  and  thus  command  the  love,  respect  and 
devotion  of  the  alumni,  it  is  not  doing  the  kind  of  work  that  is  expected 
of  it  and  living  up  to  its  opportunities. 

The  alumni  of  the  University  of  Kentucky,  individually  and  collectively, 
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feel  that  they  have  not  received  the  full  measure  of  that  something  which  they 
were  entitled  to  when  they  graduated — that  something  which  inspires  sentiment 
— love — devotion — enthusiasm  for  Alma  Mater.  The  older  and  more  exper- 
ienced they  become,  the  keener  they  feel  and  realize  it.  Proof  of  this  may  be 
obtained  from  the  results  of  hundreds  of  other  colleges  and  universities  which 
should  not  be  any  better  than  the  University  of  Kentucky  and  most  certainly 
have  no  better  young  women  and  men  as  material. 

The  University  is  no  better  and  can  be  no  better  than  its  finished  product — 
the  men  and  women,  the  alumni,  it  turns  out,  and  the  character  of  this 
finished  material  depends  entirely  on  the  ability  of  the  institution  to  mould  and 
shape  the  youth  of  the  Commonwealth  into  good  citizenship.  The  University 
therefore  must  have  proper  guidance;  it  must  have  men  and  women  to  teach 
and  to  teach  right ;  it  must  be  free  from  selfish  and  political  blight ;  it  must 
have  facilities  and  equipment ;  it  must  have  the  ability  of  arousing  and  waking 
up  its  pupils  and  setting  them  forward  in  the  path  of  accomplishment  and 
duty.  When  these  things  are,  there  will  be  wholesome  and  proper  spirit,  love, 
respect  and  support  of  the  alumni  and  people  of  the  State  generally. 

The  alumni  appreciate  this  as  never  before  as  their  own  families  grow  up 
and  the  time  comes  for  them  to  take  a  college  course. 

In  enunciating  the  policy  of  The  Alumnus  in 
The  Alumnus  the    December   issue,    one   of   the   principles    set 

forth  is :  "To  speak  plainly  and  without  color  on 
all  subjects  under  consideration  affecting  the  Association  and  the  University." 
This,  The  Alumnus  has  endeavored  to  do — in  other  words,  to  state  facts,  to  tell 
the  truth,  thus  assuming  that  the  truth  would  not,  at  least  should  not,  hurt  any 
one,  but  "thereby  hangs  the  tale."  In  acknowledging  the  truth  and  being  frank 
enough  to  state  it,  The  Alumnus  has  incurred  displeasure. 

The  Alumnus  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Alumni  Association  with  no 
desire  for  reward  except  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed — and  duty 
well  performed  is  a  hard  task  these  days.  Nobody  knows  this  better  than 
The  Alumnus. 

The  Alumnus  refuses  to  advance  the  propaganda  of  any  faction  or  interest 
and  is  subservient  to  no  cause  except  the  betterment  of  the  Association  for 
service  to  the  University.  In  doing  this,  it  believes  that  it  reflects  the  sentiment 
of  the  Alumni,  old  students,  professors  and  the  true  friends  of  the  University. 

For  being  true  to  its  principles,  The  Alumnus  has  been  severely  criticised 
and  taken  to  task  by  some  of  the  authorities  and  it  has  been  requested  that  it  be 
taken  from  the  bulletin  series  of  the  University  publication  and  that  the  editor 
resign,  to  both  of  which  the  editor  yields.  This  issue  therefore  carries  the 
change  in  the  title  page  necessary  to  remove  it  from  the  bulletin  series  of  the 
University.    The  present  editor's  term  of  service  expires  with  this  issue. 
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From  the  January  number  of  the  Purdue 
A  "College  Wise  Man"  Alumnus  it  appears  that  there  is  a  situation  at 

Purdue  which  may  be  of  some  interest  to  us.  It 
arose  over  the  President  declining  to  re-employ  a  foot  ball  coach,  after  his  con- 
tract had  expired.  This  was  the  occasion  of  some  hard  feeling  among  the  student 
body  and  alumni  against  the  President.  When  the  President's  reasons  were 
made  known,  however,  it  appears  that  he  had  good  reasons  for  his  action.  The 
unpleasant  situation  arose  more  from  a  lack  of  information  than  from  any- 
thing else. 

The  results  are  instructive,  as  showing  how  those  who  have  the  direction  of 
affairs  may  get  into  trouble  by  not  taking  into  their  confidence  the  people  whose 
affairs  they  are  directing.  A  clear  understanding  among  all  concerned  about 
what  is  to  be  done  and  what  is  going  on  is  a  good  thing  and  conduces  to  a 
spirit  of  co-operation  and  general  good  feeling. 

In  a  long  article  upon  the  situation,  Prof.  George  W.  Monroe  suggests  a 
bureau  of  publicity  as  a  remedy  for  such  misunderstandings  in  college  affairs. 
Some  plan  of  this  sort  may  be  worth  consideration,  so  we  quote  this  part  of  his 
article : 

"What  is  needed  seems  to  be  vehicle,  a  'College  Wise  Man,'  who  shall  be 
close  enough  to  the  students  so  they  will  drop  in  to  his  office  to  talk  freely  and  a 
man  thoroughly  informed  on  all  university  affairs.  This  suggestion  came  from 
a  student  to  the  President,  who  mentioned  it  to  me.  To  get  the  matter  in 
concrete  form  for  discussion  I  have  elaborated  it  as  follows : 

"Assuming  that  the  truth  though  known  will  injure  no  man,  the  publicity 
agent  should  have  every  means  of  knowing  the  facts  regarding  every  phase  of 
university  activity.  He  should  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  the  faculty  and  should  be  notified  of  all  meetings  of  the  faculty  committees 
and  have  the  privilege  of  attending.  His  access  to  university  records  and 
correspondence  should  be  unquestioned.  He  should  be  furnished  with  proper 
stenographic  and  clerical  assistance  and  have  a  fund  for  publicity  work  such  as 
sending  news  letters  to  the  alumni  or  the  press  of  the  State.  That  he  be  free 
from  even  the  suspicion  of  undue  influence,  he  should  be  responsible  only  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  direct.  He  should  be  answerable  only  for  the  truth  of 
his  statements  and  judged  only  by  the  results  obtained  in  completeness  of 
understanding  between  the  university  authorities,  the  students  and  the  peoole 
of  the  State.  His  door  should  have  a  sign  reading,  'PURDUE  IS  A  PUBLIC 
INSTITUTION  AND  ANY  MAN  IS  ENTITLED  TO  KNOW  ANY 
FACTS  REGARDING  ITS  CONDUCT  OR  MANAGEMENT  FOR  ANY 
REASON  OR  FOR  NO  REASON.  IT  IS  MY  BUSINESS  TO  KNOW 
THESE  FACTS.     ASK  ME.' 

"In  short,  my  remedy  for  the  present  lack  of  understanding  is  "Pitiless 
Publicity." 
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PORTRAIT  OF  PRESIDENT  EMERITUS  PATTERSON

By  this  gracious  and  appropriate  act,  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
University  honors  itself  in  thus  honoring  Kentucky's  oldest  and  most  dis- 
tinguished scholar  and  educator. 


SKETCHES  OF  THE  ORIGIN  AND  GROWTH  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  KENTUCKY.

CHAPTER    IV. 

The  Kentucky  University  when  consolidated  with  old  Transylvania 
University,  and  enlarged  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  of  Kentucky  ?  comprised  the  following  colleges,  viz.: 

i.  The  College  of  Science  and  Arts  located  on  the  grounds  of  Tran- 
sylvania and  using  Morrison  College  for  purposes  of  instruction. 

2.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  situated  on  the  Woodlands 
Estate  and  using  the  old  Tilford  Mansion  for  academic  work.  Several  frame 
cottages  were  erected  near  the  college  building  and  were  occupied  by  students  as 
dormitories  and  club  rooms.  They  were  thus  enabled  to  live  very  com- 
fortably on  $1.50  to  $2.00  per  week.  Similar  cottages  were  improvised  at 
Ashland  for  the  same  purpose. 

3.  The  College  of  Law  was  established  in  the  Morrison  College  Building. 
Mr.  Bowman  expected  to  add  at  no  distant  date  a  College  of  Medicine  and 

a  Commercial  College.  The  latter  wish  was  realized,  the  former  never  took  on 
definite  shape.  His  intention  was  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings  on  the 
Tilford  Estate  for  all  the  Colleges  of  the  University,  except  Law  and 
Medicine,  leaving  Morrison  College  on  the  Transylvania  grounds  for  their 
exclusive  use.

In  order  to  give  an  organic  unity  to  the  University,  the  Curators  created 
the  office  of  "Regent."  The  Regent  was  Chairman  of  the  "Senatus  Univer- 
sitatis,"  which  consisted  of  all  the  professors  and  principal  instructors  of  the 
several  Colleges  of  the  University,  but  he  was  not  a  member  of  any  Faculty  of 
any  one  of  its  Colleges,  hence,  he  did  not  teach.  He  exercised  a  general 
superintendence  over  the  whole  institution  and  was  the  representative  of  the 
Donors  as  well  as  of  the  Board  of  Curators  before  the  public  and  before  each 
other.  The  duties  attached  to  the  office  were  similar  to  those  which  now 
devolve  upon  the  President  or  Chancellor  of  a  University.  John  B.  Bowman 
was  unanimously  appointed  "Regent"  and  accepted  the  appointment  on  condi- 
tion that  he  receive  no  salary.  This  he  voluntarily  relinquished.  The  Board  of 
Curators  in  the  exuberance  of  their  gratitude,  tendered  him  the  use  of  the 
Ashland  residence  with  certain  important  prerogatives  and  privileges,  which 
unhappily  were  but  vaguely  understood.    He  was  expected  to  entertain  visitors 
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of  distinction  and  to  dispense  the  hospitality  of  the  University.  This  his  own 
private  income  enabled  him  to  do  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  dignity  of 
the  office  which  he  held.  Though  not  a  professional  scholar,  he  was  a  well 
educated  man,  his  executive  abilities  were  of  a  high  order.  The  charm  and 
grace  of  his  manner  and  the  dignity  of  his  bearing  made  friends  for  himself 
and  the  educational  interest  which  he  represented.  An  interchange  of  class 
instruction  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  the  College  of  Agriculture,  promoted 
economy  and  efficiency  by  obviating  the  duplication  of  professorship  for 
identical  subjects. 

The  general  breakdown  of  institutions  for  higher  education  in  the  South 
in  consequence  of  the  war  brought  many  students  from  Missouri,  Texas, 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  North  and  South 
Carolina,  and  also  from  the  neighboring  States  of  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Illinois. 

The  opening  of  the  University  in  the  autumn  of  1866,  although  the  College 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  did  not  open  till  October  of  the 
following  year,  brought  hundreds  of  students.  As  a  rule  they  were  young  men 
of  maturity,  whose  education  had  been  interrupted  four  years  before.  Some  of 
them  had  seen  military  service.  Their  means  were  small  and  their  scholarship 
meager,  but  they  came  to  work  in  the  class  room,  in  the  shop  and  on  the  ample 
farm.  Remunerative  employment,  even  beyond  the  resources  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  was  furnished  to  large  numbers.  Football, 
baseball,  dances  and  banquets  would  have  seemed  to  the  hardy,  ambitious 
but  impecunious  matriculates  of  those  days  sadly  out  of  place  and  a  criminal 
waste  of  time  and  of  money.  They  found  ample  recreation  and  amusement 
coupled  with  instruction  in  military  training,  in  manual  labor  and  in  the 
exercises  of  the  literary  societies.  The  hardihood,  mental  and  physical  vigor, 
and  the  solid  and  substantial  acquisitions  of  the  student  of  those  early  years 
have  never  been  surpassed  in  the  subsequent  history  of  College  or  University.

TRACK  SEASON,  1916 

The  1916  Track  Team  was  not  so  successful  as  it  might  have  been  from 
the  standpoint  of  winning  meets.  But  in  other  respects  it  was  a  good  season. 
Although  dual  meets  were  lost  to  Georgetown  and  to  Vanderbilt  some  new- 
records  were  made.  Earle  Grabfelder  broke  the  State  Record  in  the  220  in  the 
Georgetown  meet,  setting  a  mark  of  21  4-5  seconds.  In  the  same  meet  Thomas 
Marshal  broke  the  record  in  the  low  hurdles.  His  time  was  26  2-5.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  institution  representatives  were  sent  to  the 
S.  I.  A.  A.  Track  Meet.  Grabfelder,  Marshall  and  Hodges  were  sent.  Of 
these  Grabfelder  placed  in  the  100  and  the  220.  This  year's  track  team  was 
coached  by  H.  G.  Stack,  of  the  New  York  Irish-American  Athletic  Club.  Earle 
Grabfelder  was  elected  Captain  of  the  1917  team. 
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REVIEW  OF  BASE  BALL  SEASON 

The  base  ball  team  of  1916  has  been  in  the  hands  of  W.  P.  Tuttle,  and  has 
been  handled  most  efficiently.  Considering  the  circumstances,  with  only  a  few 
old  men  on  hand,  and  no  experienced  pitchers,  and  a  series  of  disasters 
eliminating  one  man  after  another  until  only  one  or  two  men  who  started  the 
season  were  left  on  the  team — the  season  was  surprisingly  successful.  Mc- 
Clelland, who  defeated  Ohio  Wesleyan  decisively  in  the  "first  game  of  the 
season  and  gave  promise  of  great  things  as  a  pitcher,  sustained  a  broken  leg 
in  that  game  and  was  unable  to  pitch  any  more.  Captain  Park  sustained  a 
severe  injury  in  the  second  Georgetown  game  and  was  forced  to  the  bench. 
Crum  and  Waters,  of  last  years  nine,  dropped  out  at  the  time  of  the  Tennessee 
trip,  and  other  valuable  players  were  eliminated  by  the  Faculty  requirements  of 
scholarship.  In  spite  of  these  facts,  at  the  present  writing  the  team  has  won 
seven  games  and  lost  five.  Ohio  State  University  is  the  only  institution  which 
has  won  a  series  from  us.  One  more  game  remains  to  be  played.  A  large 
number  of  new  men  have  been  developed  and  prospects  are  very  flattering  for 
a  good  team  in  1917.  Bill  Tuttle  has  been  very  adept  in  bringing  out  and 
developing  new  material  during  the  present  season. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  1916-17,  Jno.  J.  Tigert  will  remain  in  charge  of  Athletics 
and  all  Physical  Education  at  the  University.  W.  P.  Tuttle,  who  has  been  very 
successful  during  the  present  season,  will  be  retained  as  a  Field  Coach.  H.  G. 
Stack,  Gymnasium  Instructor  and  Track  Coach,  will  not  return  next  year. 
S.  A.  Boles,  at  present  Director  of  Athletics  at  Trinity  University,  Waxahachie, 
Texas,  has  been  secured  to  take  charge  of  the  gymnasium  work  and  will  assist 
in  some  of  the  coaching  work.  The  present  arrangements  should  insure  a 
successful  year  in  athletics  during  the  coming  season. 


MECHANICAL  AND  ELECTRICAL  SILVER  JUBILEE 

The  Silver  Jubilee  of  the  College  of  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering 
was  held  on  May  30,  beginning  at  10  a.m. 

The  first  part  consisted  of  the  dedication  of  the  restoration  of  a  portion 
of  the  original  track  of  the  Lexington  and  Ohio  Railroad.  Invitations  for  this 
dedication  were  sent  out  to  railroad  officials,  alumni,  and  friends  of  the 
University. 

The  official  dedicatory  program  consisted  of  three  speeches. 

"The  Development  of  Railroads  and  the  Locomotive,"  by  Dr.  D.  F.  Craw- 
ford, Superintendent  of  Motive  Power,  Pennsylvania  Lines  West.

CIVIL  ENGINEERING  PRIZE 

Henry  Powell  was  awarded  first  prize  and  H.  E.  Anderson  second,  in  a 
literary  contest  held  April  among  the  students  of  Civil  Engineering  of  the 
University. 

Two  books  were  offered  as  prizes  by  The  Transit,  a  monthly  publication 
of  the  Civil  Engineering  School,  to  be  given  to  the  writers  of  papers  of  not  less 
than  2,000  words  on  one  of  ten  subjects  named  by  the  magazine.

The  faculty  of  the  Civil  Engineering  School  acted  as  judges  of  the  contest 
and  the  winning  articles  are  to  be  published  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Transit. 


SENIOR  LOAN  FUND 

The  members  of  the  senior  class  have  placed  on  foot  a  movement  to  set 
aside  a  student  loan  fund  which,  in  the  future,  will  be  available  to  those  needy 
students  who  desire  to  secure  an  education  at  the  University. 

Although  this  is  not  the  first  loan  fund  ever  started  at  the  University,  it 
bids  fair  to  prove  the  most  successful.  An  evidence  as  to  the  success  of  the 
movement,  is  apparent  in  the  readiness  with  which  the  members  are  signing  the 
petitions  now  in  circulation. 

By  the  terms  of  this  petition  each  signer  agrees  to  make  payments  as 
follows:  $5.00  one  year  after  graduation;  $5.00  two  years  later;  $10.00  annually 
for  six  consecutive  years,  and  for  the  last  two  years  of  the  decade  $15.00  each. 

It  is  part  of  the  plan  to  allow  the  student  $100  a  year  for  four  years,  the 
period  of  the  college  course.  The  full  particulars  of  the  plan  have  not  been 
developed,  as  vet. 

The  beginning  of  this  worthy  plan  now  about  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
senior  class  owes  its  origin  to  the  fact  that  there  are  now  a  large  number  of 
students  who  are  working  their  way  through  school.

McBRAYER  WINS  IN  ORATORICAL  CONTEST
